FREAK RAIN 

STREETS ARE FLOODED 

More Than One Inch Falls in the 

Course of an Hour in Some 
Parts of tne City 

Sierra Madre experienced one of the 
most freakish rain and thunder storms 
on Wednesday which has come this 
way for a long time. It was unusual 
both in the amount which fell in .a 
short time and in the unequal distri¬ 
bution. Mr. Blumer’s guagc registered 
1.30 inches and the streets in the 
Central part of town were literally 
flooded. Deep gutters were tilled to 
the limit and in cases where obstruc¬ 
tions caused them to till with debris 
the waters ran wild over the streets 
and washed badly in places. Practic¬ 
ally ail the water fell shortly before 
noon and early in the afternoon. 

While the fall was very heavy in 
some parts of town, us shown by Mr. 
ISlumer's report, it was very light else¬ 
where. It has been estimated by one 
citizen living on the west side of the 
city that not more than one quarter 
of an inch fell in ills neighborhood. 
Widely varying reports from other 
towns indicate that the storm was 
just as unequally distributed else¬ 
where.

SIX FIRE RULES 

Observation of Them Would Prevent 
Most of the Mountain Fires 

Precautions of the simplest kind 
would eliminate most of the loss re¬ 
sulting from forest tires, as shown by 
reports on the causes of the tires in 
the reserves last season. The ap¬ 
proach of the dry season finds the for¬ 
estry service actively engaged in pre¬ 
cautionary preparations. It has been 
suggested that much could Vie accom¬ 
plished by observance of the follow¬ 
ing six simple rules: 

1 . Be sure your match Is out before 
you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or 
throw away your cigar or cigarette 
stump where there is nothing to catch 
(Ire. 

3. Don't build a camp Are any larger 
than Is absolutely necessary. Never 
leave it even for a short time without 
putting it OUT with water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against 
I a tree or a log. Build a small one 

where you ran scrape away the need¬ 
les. leaves or grass from all sides of | 
it. 

5 . Don't build bonfires. The wind ; 
may come up nt any time and start a ■ 
lire you cannot control. 

6. if you discover a fire, put it out j 
If possible; if you can't, get word of 
it to the nearest U. S. Forest Ranger 
uf State Fire Warden just as quickly 
as you possibly cun.

The building of the new McLaughery 
home at the comer of Baldwin and 
White Oak avenues was reported in 
the News some weeks ago. Now It is 
announced that Mrs. Clara Baldwin 
Stocker has purchased the Northam 
place, half a mile east on White Oak 
avenue, consisting of a magnificent 
house and ten acres of well planted 
grounds.

| more profit in the advancing property 
| values and growing population of a 
1 clean residence town than could be 
realized from the kind of a comtnun- 
j ity which Lucky Baldwin aspired to 
l have. Joy riders with their honk 
horns and ribald songs no longer find 
| a welcome awaiting them and Arcadia 
; row seems destined to become a really 
desirable home city. 

SALOON BUSINESS NOT DESIRED 

Tlie Redondo Reflex is handing out 
| some pretty warm medicine on the 
j saloon question nowadays, pointing out 
| very plainly some of the local evils 
j specifically due to the liquor business. 

1 In a recent issue the subject of saloon 
1 advertising is considered thus: 

The Reflex carries no whisky adver- 
i tisements because we believe that if 
j our advertising is at all productive, 
j we are exactly as guilty in the dis¬ 
bursement of tlie liquor as the brewery 
itself. With the Des Moines Register, 
i we are of the opinion that he who aids 
| and abets a crime, is a partner in that 
i crime, and we cannot see where the 
editor who advertises liquor is free 
from the responsibility that the selling 
i of that liquor entails. The argument 
; that saloonkeepers make in regard to 
iltis advertising proposition is that if 
I men are made drunkards by the use of 
j alcoholic liquors, either through the 
! influence of the grog shop keeper or 
■ having it brought before them contin- 
j ually in print, then let the law pro- 
nounee them criminals and shut them 
up. We go the saloonkeeper one bet- 
j ter In this argument by saying—call 
j the distillery a criminal institution. 

and close it up. "Anything that j.ro- 
! duces no good and interferes with the 
public welfare, should be destroyed. 
If this shoe does not fit the foot of the 
liquor traffic, we would certainly like 
to know wherein we are at fault in 
our statement. The only way. friends, 
1 to do away entirely with the evils of 
the liquor business, is to do away with 
ihe business itself.

"Poison Makers." 

NOTORIOUS WHISKY RULING. 


Reconciled His Conscience to the Pro¬ 
mulgation of a Presidential Order 
Legalizing Every Demand of the 
Makers of Imitation Whisky—He 
“Recalled'' Seven Federal Court De¬ 
cisions to Accommodate the Oppo¬ 
nents of Roosevelt and Dr. Wiley. 

Now that Mr Taft is so violent in 
his opposition to any proposal to per¬ 
mit the people of a state to assert 
their understanding of tho meaning 
of the constitution made by them 
when that meaning has been per¬ 
verted by a judicial ruling, it is well 
to examine his past record in this 
particular. Recorded facts prove that 
President Taft is not opposed to the 
"recall of decisions” of the federal 
courts when the recall is made by 
“a representative part of the people,” 
even though that part consists of one 
of lu0.000.000 Americans. 

Here is an "expose" especially in¬ 
teresting at this time It appears in 
the editorial columns of the Philadel¬ 
phia North American: 

“Long before Theodore Roosevelt 
upheld the hands of Harvey Wiley 
and forced the passage of tlie pure 
food law there had been notorious 
frauds in the making, marking and 
branding of distilled liquors But the 
question seemed pretty well settled 
by tlie upholding of the explicit pro¬ 
visions of the national pure food law 
iu the rulings of Dr Wiley, sustain¬ 
ed by repeated messages of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, opinions of Attorney 
General Bonaparte and decisions of 
different federal courts. 

Merely Common Sense. 

“Tlie question was simply one of 
common sense. There was to he no 
prevention of or penalty for the sale 
of any sort of liquor The rulings 
meant only that the purchaser was 
entitled to the privilege of learning 
from the label whether he was buying 
what he was paying for. 

"I'nd -tored whisky was to be label¬ 
ed 'whisky.' A mixture of two real 
whiskies was to lie labeled ‘blend.’ A 
mixture of a whisky witli something 
that is not whisky was to be labeled 
'compound A concoction that 
smelled and tasted like whisky, but 
contained no whisky, was to be la¬ 
beled 'imitation 

"That was all there was to the pro¬ 
visions of the pure food law governing 
interstate commerce iu whisky. It 
was such a simple, incontrovertible 
regulation for square dealing that 
every American who thought he knew 
along what lines the administration 
of William H Taft would be con¬ 
ducted scoffed nt the idea that the 
question was not a closed chapter. 

"When tlie rectifiers of Cincinnati 
and Peoria hinted at the intiuence they 
could bring to bear upon a Cincinnati 
newspaper and Speaker Cannon and 
prophesied ibe discrediting and the 
downfall of Wiley we thought them 
overconfident Iu proclaiming that they 
could reopen a contest which had been 
won and won over and over by tho 
people, by the state food commission¬ 
ers and friends of pure food before 
President Roosevelt and the federal 
| courts 

"So there was wonder when there 
followed President Taft's executive 
order reopening the whisky branding 
j question settled by Attorney General 
Bonaparte's successive opinions and 
President Roosevelt's orders giving ex- 
| ecutive effect thereto 

Taft’s Conscience Reconciled. 

“At tlie tune of the ruling iu favor of 
the swindlers by Solicitor General 
j Bowers, in June. 1009. the North Amer 
' lean said: 

"The real meaning of this reopened con- 
I trovers)', of n urse, is that the conspiracy 
| to weaken break down and nullify the 
pure feci taws is widespread, powerful 
and persistent * • * With President 

Taft rests the responsibility of spreading 
credence or giving the fie to the general 
boasting of the dru-rgers of food and 
drink that the entire toil of Roosevelt and 
Wiley to safes until the health of the peo¬ 
ple is to lie obliterated before 1912 for the 
benefit of certain strong but not altruistic 
interests 

"Six months' consideration resulted 
in President Taft's reconciling his con¬ 
science to the promulgation of a presi¬ 
dential decision legalizing every de¬ 
mand of the cheating poison makers of 
the Tnft-Cox and Joe Cannon baili- 
wkks But this notorious annulment 
of a portion of the work of Wiley and 
Roosevelt Is not the point of present 
comment.

fact that few persons Become thor¬ 
oughly familiar with the principles he 
enunciated without becoming believ¬ 
ers. Those principles have never been 
disproved in practice, and where tried 
even in part, they have usually met 
with immediate and astonishing suc¬ 
cess. 

Most familiar of the principles adap¬ 
ted from Henry George is the simple 
land tax. A system of taxation based 
on the unimproved value of the land 
would penalize that form of specu¬ 
lation which withholds from use land 
which Is needed to provide sustenance 
for a part of the population. Besides 
furnishing the necessary revenue it 
would automatically correct a num¬ 
ber of evils other than the one men¬ 
tioned. One of the greatest draw¬ 
backs of present methods of taxation 
is their complexity. The land tax 
seems to offer the best available rem¬ 
edy for tills difficulty. The mere sep¬ 
aration of taxation from the tariff, 
the liquor question and a multitude of 
other problems to which it is bound 
by our present system would in itself 
simplify amazingly the solution of 
those problems.

Seven Times Sustained. 

“Finding themselves unable to sway 
(lie Roosevelt administration In spite 
of the efforts in their belmlf of Seere 
tary Wilson, the whisky poisoners 
went Into the dourts. Seven times the 
Roosevelt ruling was sustained, as fol 
lows: 

“Aug 24. 1908. tn federal court at Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

"Aug. 27. 1908, In same court, strong sup¬ 
plemental opinion refusing a rehearing. 

“United States circuit court for south¬ 
ern Illinois, later In the same year, com- > 
pletely sustained the Roosevelt ruling 

"Feb 4. 1909. United States Circuit Judge 
Cochran, at Richmond. speciMcally ruled , 
that the stufT which Roosevelt had order¬ 
ed to he labeled ns Imitation whisky was 
exactly that. 

“Aug 11, 1908, the court of appeals for 
the District of Columbia broadly sustained 
the Roosevelt ruling. 

"July 7, 1908, the United States district 
court for western New York completely 
sustained tile Roosevelt rulings. 

“The supreme court of the District of 
Columbia, by decree In a case. ’United 
States versus four barrels of liquid pur¬ 
porting to be whisky,’ held that the con- 
tents svns an imitation of whisky. 

"Oct. 28. 1908. federal court at Italtlmore 
broadly sustained the Roosevelt ruling 
Hint Imitation whisky was Imltntlon whis¬ 
ky. and must be so labeled. 

Alphonso Taft’s Opinion. 

“What the Consumers’ league failed 
to cite, however, was that President 
Tuft lu that one ruling not only re¬ 
called seven federal court decisions, 
but also another which, while it did 
not emimi te from n court, was certain¬ 
ly Judicial For It was handed down 
by a great and honored jurist who sat 
In the cabinet of President Grant. This 
was the eighth decision recalled: 

"Alcohol and whisky are. unquestion¬ 
ably, different articles in contemplation of 
law, as they are 111 fact, having different 
qualities and different values. (Opinion or 
Alphonso Taft, attorney general, constru¬ 
ing section 3449 of Internal revenue laws, 
see Internal Revenue Record. Aug. 21, 
l-.70, volume 22.)

ilie lamented Dolliver of the amiable 
person In the White House entirely 
surrounded by men who know exactly 
what they want.’” 

"GRATITUDE" MEANS 
MALIGNANT ATTACK 
UPON ROOSEVELT 


Taft’s Tirade Not New to Men 
Who Know Kim. 


Whan Seeking the Presidency In 1908 
He Strove to Appear ae a Stanch 
Progressive—Wore a Mask For Two 
Years—Has Now Openly Stamped 
Himself as a Reactionary. 

Washington. -Stung to the 

quick by his belated recognition of the 
long patent fact that the voters of the 
Republican party had repudiated his 
candidacy for renomlnatlon and are 
overwhelmingly In favor of the nomi¬ 
nation of Colonel Roosevelt as their 
candidate for the presidency this year. 
Mr. Taft has at last thrown aside nil 
restraint and curried out the threat 
i which he has been muttering to Ills in 
tlmntes for some weeks to speak out 
lu public his real thoughts about the 
man who made him president 
In Mr. Taft’s tirade against Mr. 
Roosevelt at Springfield. Mass., there 
Is nothing essentially new to those who 
have been on anything more than re¬ 
lations of casual Intimacy with the 
president for some time. It Is n fact 
known to not a few of those closely 
! connected with the campaign of 1908 
that even at that time the Taft fam¬ 
ily was displaying that peculiarly ma¬ 
lignant temper toward Mr. Roosevelt 
which so often takes the place of grail 
Hide In (ho hearts of those who have 
benefited by a great service rendered 
by n friend. It Is a fact known to not 
a few persons that at times during the 
campaign of 1008 (he talk about Mr. 
Roosevelt among members of the Taft 
family was such as to cause the great¬ 
est uneasiness to the managers of Mr 
Taft’s campaign for the presidency, 
lest It should become public and work 
serious damage to the campaign. Those 
familiar with the true feeling toward 
Mr. Roosevelt In the Taft family have 
been surprised that Mr. Taft has con¬ 
cealed for so long his real attitude to¬ 
ward his benefactor. 

From the time Inst fall when the 
strong sentiment of the country In fn- 
for of Colonel Roos’ veil began to man¬ 
ifest Itself unmistakably, there has 
been much talk from Taft sources 
i about Colonel Roosevelt's Ingratitude 


to Mr Taft It has been assumed by 
Mr. Taft's partisans that, because Colo¬ 
nel Roosevelt was Instrumental in 
bringing about Mr Taft’s nomination 
and election to the presidency, he was 
therefore hound at all times, under nil 
circumstances and at all costs, to sup¬ 
port Mr Taft’s administration and Mr, 
Taft’s renomlnatlon and election. That 
assumption Is entirely unwarranted and 
has no logical justification The fact is 
that Taft, the president. Is not and 
never for one moment has been the 
Taft Mr. Roosevelt and his Intimate as- 
loclates knew as secretary of war and j 
whom they supported as a candidate 
for the presidency. 

While Mr. Taft was seeking the pres¬ 
idency he constantly sought to appeal 
as a stanch and true progressive. But 
on that November night In 1908 when 
the count of ihe votes showed that he 
had been elected to tIfe presidency, he 
ceased to make any effort actually to 
be a progressive. For some time he 
continued to wear a mask as a pro¬ 
gressive, but In the lust two yeurs of 
his presidency lie has not kept up even 
that feeble effort to deceive the people 
of the country. By his constant asso¬ 
ciation with the Aldrlches. the Can¬ 
nons and the Lorlmers, by his ready 
submission to their Influence und ud- 
rlce. by Ills active support of the meas¬ 
ures they devised and favored: by his 
co-operation with them In matters of 
putronuge, and by Ills unblushing at¬ 
tempt to coerce the real progressives 
through the brazen use of federal pat¬ 
ronage. he has stamped himself openly 
as the reactionary which he has al¬ 
ways been at heart 

A single Illustration will suffice for 
the demonstration of this proposition. 
In his speech at Cincinnati, In July, 
1908. accepting the nomination for the 
presidency, Mr. Taft took occasion to 
relterute his indorsement of Mr. Iloose- 
velt and to enumerate some of the n^ts 
which he regarded ns the distinctly 
beneficial achievements of his prede 
cessor. In that speech he said: 

“He (Mr. Roosevelt) recommended 
the passage of a law. which the Re¬ 
publican convention has since specif¬ 
ically upproved. restricting the future 
Issue of stocks and bonds by Interstate 
railways to such as may be authorized 
by feredal authority. He demonstrat¬ 
ed to the people by what he said, by 
what lie recommended to congress, und 
by what he did. the sincerity of his 
efforts to command respect for the 
law, and to save the country from the 
dangers of a plutocratic government, 
toward which we were fast tending.” 

In numerous speeches during (he 
campaign of 1908 Mr. Taft declared 
his cordial support of Mr. Roosevelt's 
proposition to secure the enactment of 
a law controlling the Issue of securi¬ 
ties by Interstate carriers When he 
became president, lie pretended to 
make such a law one of the paramount 
measures of his legislative program 
He caused to lie prepared, with much 
advertisement and publicity, a bill pur¬ 
porting to contain provisions aimed at 
such control of the Issue of securities 
This bill was drafted by the eminently 
successful corporation lawyer whom 
Mr. Taft had placed at the head of the 
department of Justice The moment 
that hill was read by the genuine pro 
grossives of the senate and house, they 
denounced Its provisions to control the 
Issue of securities as intended really 
to further the designs of the railroad 
reactionaries and the special Interests 
whom Mr. Tuft has steadily sought 
to please from the day he was Inaugu¬ 
rated 

After a hard fight in tile house, 
the Tuft-WIckershain provisions were 
stricken from the hill and a substitute 
provision was adopted which at least 
emhodhsl a recognition of the prill 
clple of federal control over the Issue 
of such securtlcs. and was. therefore, 
n distinct stop In advance. When that 
measure reached the senate. Mr Taft’s 
allies and cronies there were vastly 
distributed by tills provision Aldrich. 
Crane. Penrose. Qnlllnger and all the 
other representatives of the special 
Interests In the senate at once pro¬ 
tested against It. These were the 
men with whom Mr. Taft was asso¬ 
ciating Intimately, with whom he was 
working constantly, and upon whom 
he was relying for support In the 
senate. 

They were the same men who had 
most vigorously opposed his nomina¬ 
tion when they, like Mr Roosevelt, be¬ 
lieved him to be a real progressive, 
but already they had learn that his 
progressiveness wits merely a mask 
worn for the purpose of securing the 
presidency. They knew now that he 
was ns good a reactionary as any of 
them and they counted u|>on his sup- 
| port In defeating this provision for 
the control of the Issue of securities 
by Interstate carriers. They did not 
count in vain 

With Mr. Taft's knowledge and con¬ 
nivance, they arranged a deal with the 
Democratic opposition In the senate 
whereby they not only struck from the 
hill I Ills provision which was In ac¬ 
cordance with the Republican platform 
and the many speeches of Mr. Taft’s 
campaign, hut they stopped the further 
efforts of the real progressives In the 
senate to make the railroad bill, of 
which this provision was a part, a 
genuinely effective and valuable meas¬ 
ure Then they Inserted In the bill ns 
n sop lo the public clamor for real 
! legislation a provision for the appoint 
j incut of a commission which wastode- 
j teriiilne not the method by which Ihe 
government was to exerlse Its right to 
control the Issue of securities liy Inter¬ 
state carriers, but whether or not the 
government had such power. The ap¬ 
pointment of tills commission was a 
j stultification of the Republican plat- 
| form and of every speech Mr Taft had 
tunde In support of that platform It 
wns fair notice to the whole country 
■ that from that day forward no faith 
i or credence eoqjd. he given by the 


country to any declaration of any Re¬ 
publican platform upon which Mr. 
Taft might be running for office. 

But now. Ip the face of this Incon¬ 
trovertible fact, and of scores more of 
exactly similar purport and effect. Mr. 
Taft hns the effrontery to stand before 
a public audience and denounce Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt and present himself In 
the attitude of the one who has the 
right to feel aggrieved It Is an as¬ 
tounding exhlblton of willingness to 
deceive the people of the country In 
the effort to secure office. 


MAKING PROGRE88. 

You cannot know you are mak¬ 
ing progress unless you know 
where you are bound for; there¬ 
fore progress must necessarily 
have big plans. The whole Idea 
of progress Is that of building 
living tissues In the body politic. 
It is like building living tissues 
in the human body.

So, when I say let 
us have publicity in our business 
affairs, that Is what I mean by 
publicity.—Woodrow Wilson. 


THE CONSTITUTION. 

Our constitution is antiquated, 
obsolete und really a hindrance 
to any reasonable growth in our 
public life, and therefore It 
should be changed. Our present 
constitution was framed at a 
time when this nation was born 
and when tbe country had about 
three million Inhabitants. At 
that time the people were In the 
main hunters and farmers In 
arms, with a small merchant 
class In New York. Philadelphia 
and Boston and cotton planters 
In the south. There were no 
railroads, no telegraphs and no 
telephones. Since that time tre¬ 
mendous changes have taken 
place. And yet with all these 
wonderful changes which the 
framers of the constitution could 
not have foreseen we are still 
living under a constitution made 
for our ancestors.—Victor Ber-

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tinns because practically their whole 
subscription lists consist of attorneys 
or other persons who make It their 
business to watch what is going on in 
the courts and county offices. They 
take those journals for no other rea¬ 
son whatever. As for circulation 
among the general public they have 
none. The lawyers and county officers 
turn over the business to them be¬ 
cause it is convenient and the publi- 
pation of legal notices becomes a 
mere matter of form. Wherefore the 
complaint in the case mentioned ap¬ 
pears decidedly ludicrous. 

With legal publications reduced to 
pure formality it is not strange that 
abuses have grown up which ought 
to be corrected by additions to the 
state law on the subject. Court no¬ 
tices regarding the sale of property 
arc frequently published in a distant 
part of the county instead of in a 
paper in the neighborhood of the prop¬ 
erty concerned, apparently with the 
intent of preventing the matter com¬ 
ing to the eyes of persons who might 
he concerned. And there are many 
other matters of common practice 
which the lawyers will do well to cor¬ 
rect before they attack the legal 
standing of legitimate publications. 


INTERESTING LEGAL QUESTION 

Hollywood Citizen—An interesting 
case in which the "Hollywood Citizen 
was an important issue came up in 
Judge Wood's court, last week. 

The case was on a motion to set 
aside a sheriff's foreclosure and sale 
under execution in Foot vs. Dean, 
made on the alleged grounds that the 
Hollywood Citizen is not qualified 
under Section 4460 of the Political 
Codes to publish legal notices required 
to be published in the city of Los Ang¬ 
eles. The affidavit of the Doans read 
that the Hollywood Citizen was not 
published for the dissemination of lo¬ 
cal or telegraphic news or news of 
genera! intelligence, that it was pub¬ 
lished in a small, remote and practi¬ 
cally unknown section of the city of 
Los Angeles and that all its news 
matter and advertisements were for 
the entertainment of a particular class 
of people. 

The attorneys for Foote introduced 
affidavits of the publisher of the 
"Citizen'’ and of Hollywood business 
men showing the extensiveness of the 
circulation of the paper and main¬ 
taining that it was and is published 
for the dissemination of local, tele-

In deciding at a glance that such a 
paper as the Hollywood Citizen corn- 
lilies with the requirements of the 
definition of a paper of general cir¬ 
culation Judge Wood merely showed 
ordinary common sense. There are 
certainly abuses of the requirements 
regarding legal publications hut the 
attorneys who brought the action 
mentioned did not touch upon them. 

It is a sensible requirement of the 
California law which provides that le¬ 
gal notices shall be published only 
in newspapers of general circulation 
and not in class publications. Legal 
notices are published presumably to 
give information to whoever may be 
interested in the matter contained 
therein. Such a paper as the Holly¬ 
wood Citizen goes into a large ma¬ 
jority of the homes of its territory 
and is not so large that a legal no¬ 
tice could be buried in its columns 
and lost from sigiit. Obviously the 
logical place for publishing any no¬ 
tice concerning residents or property 
of a given place is in the local paper.
